Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview with 
James Demers on October 28, 2004. 

The application has been amended as follows: 
Claims 1-11, 13, 16, and 18 have been canceled. 

Claim 12 has been amended to read -An aptamer having a length of no more than 22 nucleotides 

and having the sequence 5' GGG GAG GAG GGG CTG GAA 3 ' (SEQ ID NO; 5).- 

Claim 14 has been amended to read —An aptamer having a length of no more than 22 nucleotides 

and having the sequence 5' TTG GAG GGG GAG GAG GGG 3' (SEQ ID NO: 7).- 

Claim 15 has been amended to read -An aptamer having a length of no more than 22 nucleotides 

and having the sequence 5' TTG GAG GGG GAG GTG GGG 3* (SEQ ID NO: 8) - 

Claim 17 has been amended to read -A method of treating an isolated immunecompetent cell, 

comprising administering to the cell an aptamer at a concentration effective to reduce CD28 

expression, wherein the aptamer is selected from the group consisting of SEQ ID NO: 5, SEQ ID 

NO: 7, and SEQ ID NO: 8 - 
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The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claim 17 has been 
amended from "a method of medicating an isolated immunecompetent cell" to read "a method of 
treating an isolated immunecompetent cell, in order to clarify the claims.
